MISSISSIPPI BARGE LINE 
SEEN AS PORT MENACE 


Federal Barge Transportation Diverts 
Traffic From Atlantic Harbors, 
Says Clapp-Stuart Report. 


One of the competitive factors operating 
against the local port, emphasized in the 
Clapp-Stuart harbor report as a matter 
that should engage the immediate atten- 
tion. of Maryland interests is the Federal 

on the Mississippi River, which. 
. iS a Government subsidy to the 
rt of New Orleans. 

Edwin J. Clapp, collaborator in the re- 

rt. parts of which have been made pub- 
lic, devotes considerable space to a discus- 
sion of the barge line and the adverse ef- 
fect of its operation on the future com- 
merce of this port, the development of 
which is the purpose of the port plans un- 
Ger the $50.000.000 loan. . 

At one place in the report. dealing with 
commercial aspects of development. Mr. 
Clapp makes the statement that of ‘al! 
ports, New Orleans is making the most 
active and intelligent effort to become the 
second port in the country. The benefits 
from the Federal barge line, with its rates 
lower than rail carriage, comprise one of 
the factors, Mr. Clapp states, which is 
pushing the Southern port’s aims closer to 
realization. He states: 

“The Mississippi barge line is a blow at 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and Norfolk. The 
Mississippi service is one which Baltimore 
cannot afford to neglect, lest the subsidy 
involved becomes a vested interest. This 
disturbance of normal competitive condi- 
tions can be taken up profitably by Balti- 
more at the same time that it presents its 
claim for rail rate adjustments before the 
Shipping Board, Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and Hoover committees.” 

Mr. Clapp states that if this service 
were self-supporting theré could be no 
question of its propriety or desirability. It 
would then be in order merely to &dmire 
the initiative and genius of New Orleans 
in enlisting support from public funds, 
without any burden on the Federal Treas- 
ury. for revival of water transportation 
which, Mr. Clapp states, is theoretically 
suitable to carry the exports of the Middle 
West to the seaboard. He continues: 

“But if this service is being offered at 
a deficit, there is a grave question whether 
the Federal Treasury should be drawn on 
to meet deficits continued for the purpose 
of diverting the exports and imports of a 
territory which should be at least compefti- 
tive for the North Atlantic ports like Bal- 
timore.” . 

Mr. Clapp then points out that ‘rom 
Sept. 1, 1918, to June 30, 1920, the Mis- 
siesippi River service was operated at a 
Geficit of $1.014,200.74. ‘Bhe tonnage 
moved was 225.125 tons. He concludes 
then that the taxpayers all over the coun- 
try. including those in Baltimore, paid an 
average of $4.50 per ton to move the 
freight thus diverted to New Orleans, while 
the shippers paid an average of $3.62 per 
ton. This deficit, with its burden on the 
whole country carried to aid New Orleang 
had continued down to July. 1920. 

“This subsidized service was not felt by 
the competing ports in 1920." Mr. Clapp 
explains, “because the new floating equip- 
ment and terminals which the Government 
was providing were not ready. They are 
rapidly going into service in 1921. As soon
